“I don’t think we re going to grant any 
more military aid. ” McGovern said of 
administration 
requests 
for 
the 
immediate additional aid in Southeast 
Asia, where the United States has 
already spent $150 billion and 46.000 
lives 
"I think the people who have been 
warning against our involvement there 
all along are going to prevail 
The 
American 
people 
know 
we 
can t 
continue to bail out military regimes m 
that part of the globe ” 
The President is pressing for $222 


million for Cambodia — which he says 
will fall within weeks” without the help 
-and $300 million for South Vietnam

military and diplomatic experts feel the 
Lon Nol government in Cambodia will 
fall even if the U S aid is approved 


Defense Secretary James Schlesmger 
has privately expressed the opinion that 
Cambodia will probably fall even with 
such aid and Secretary of State Henry A 
Kissinger privately feels the chances for 
Cambodia are not good, the Times said. 


McGovern conceded that Cambodia 
will probably fall soon but added that the 
people of both Cambodia and South 
Vietnam would be better off without 
war 


1 don’t think that's (Cambodia’s 
defeat) necessarily a catastrophe that's 
a serious blow either to our security 
interests or to 
the well

Cambodia,” added McGovern, who ran 
unsuccessfully

antiwar ticket in 1972 
McGovern was interviewed on the 
CBS Morning news. 


“What I see in both Cambodia and 
South Vietnam are two fighters in the

American official kidnaped 
by Argentine leftists 


BUENOS AIRES (UP1* - The U S 
government expressed concern today 
for an American official kidnaped from 
his home in the central Argentine city of 
Cordoba by leftist gunmen 
A spokesman at the U S Embassy 
said John Patrick Egan, the 62-year-old 
consular 
agent 
in 
Cordoba, 
was 
suffering from a heart ailment 
The kidnapers dragged Egan from his 
home Wednesday night and left behind 
leaflets describing themselves as mem­ 
bers of 
the 
Montoneros, 
a 
leftist 
guerrilla group 
The demands of the guerrillas were 
not known. 
The Noticias Argentinas news agency 
said the guerrillas burst into Egan's 
suburban Cordoba home at 7 p m and 
forced him into a waiting car 


A U S 
Embassy spokesman said 
Egan's wife was at home at the time of 
the kidnaping, but he declined to say 
what contact she had with the guerrillas. 


“Our major concern is his physical 
condition 
because

condition,” the embassy spokesman 
said

businessmen, has handled the interests 
of the U.S. government in Cordoba since 
the

He 
left the country soon afterward and the 
embassy has yet to name a new consul 
Key economic index in sixth 
monthly decline in January

The nation’s key economic index 
showed the sixth monthly decline in a 
row in January and the U S trade deficit 
rose by $210 5 million, the Commerce 
Department said today 
¿ it in a sign prices are on the decline, 
two major retailers have cut clothing 
prices substantially. 
In a separate report, the Labor 
Department 
said 
layoffs 
in 
the 
automobile, construction and textile 
industries 
pushed 
the 
number 
of 
unemployment insurance recipients in 
early February to more than 5.9 million. 
The unemployment rate for workers 
covered by state insurance plans rose 
from 7 4 to 7 6 per cent. A year ago the 
rate was 4.1 per cent. The official 
national unemployment rate is higher 
—at 8.2 per cent —because not all 
workers are eligible for benefits 
Under state programs initial claims 
for unemployment benefits during the 
week ending Feb. 15 totaled 615,600. 
This was down 77,600 from a week 
earlier and a hopeful sign that the 
heaviest period of layoffs may have 


passed 
In a signal that prices are falling m a 
key consumer area, Sears and J.C. 
Penney said they have lowered clothing 
prices, and apparel trade associations 
said more price cuts were in the offing 
Commerce said the composite index 
of nine leading economic indicators 
declined 1.3 per cent for the sixth 
consecutive month Seven sectors of the 
economy showed drops in activity. The 
number of 
building permits issued 
showed the biggest decline. 
The report on trade showed exports 
last month were valued at $9.62 billion 
and exports at $9.41 billion This put the 
trade balance $210.5 million in the red, a 
slightly smaller deficit than December's

The kidnaping occurred just 72 hours 
before the polls open in West Berlin’s 
Sunday legislative election, a spirited 
contest in which the 52-year-old Lorenz 
hoped to unseat Mayor Klaus Schuetz, a 
member 
of 
Chancellor 
Helmut 
Schmidt's Social Democratic Party. 


The abduction was the most violent 
political act in West Berlin since Nov. 
10, 
when 
men 
pretending 
to

delivering a birthday bouquet shot and 
killed Guenter von Drenkmann, the 
city’s chief justice 


Half an hour after Lorenz’ driver 
reported the kidnaping, police had 
occupied 
most of the city’s main 
intersections and increased inspection 
of all vehicles, trains and planes leaving 
the city. 
The East German government, across 
whose territory any overland traveler to 
or from West Berlin must pass, also 
“ ordered 
the 
necessary 
search 
measures” when 
it learned of the 
abduction, according to the official East 
German news agency, ADN . 
Hans-Dietrich 
Genscher, 
Foreign 
Minister and deputy Chancellor, Interior 
Minister 
Werner 
Maihofer, 
former 
Chancellor Willy Brandt, chairman of 
the 
Social 
Democratic 
Party, 
and 
Helmut Kohl, Minister President of the 
state 
of 
Rhineland-Palatinate 
and 
national chairman of Lorenz’ Christian 
Democratic Party, all flew to West 
Berlin as soon as they heard the news. 


In 
Bonn, 
Bundestag 
President 
Annemarie Renger interrupted a debate 
to announce the kidnaping, saying, “The 
House is shocked and indignant over this 
act of violence ” 


Police circulated a description of one 
of the alleged kidnapers. They described 
him as a man of uncertain age, with a 
small face, wearing glasses and a beard 
Lorenz, married and the father of two 
children, campaigned on a platform of 
law and order

Sen Hubert Humphrey, D-Minn , told 
the Senate Wednesday the United States 
has no commitment in Southeast Asia 
But President Ford said there is such 
a commitment. 
“Part of our commitment was that, in 
the process or as the result of the 
withdrawal of our military personnel, 
we would continue to supply arms on a 
replacem ent 
basis, 
and 
that 
commitment was predicated on the 
willingness of the South Vietnamese to 
fight aggression from North Vietnam. 
“The South Vietnamese are fighting, 
are trying to protect their country, and 
are seeking to defend their country from 
invasion. It seems to me that as we look 
back at our participation in the Paris 
accords and the promises that were 
made, as long as they were willing to 
fight against aggression and invasion 
that we had an obligation to help them 
with 
military 
equipment 
on 
a 
replacement basis. ” 
Asked about Cambodia, Ford said: 
“Vietnam is involved in the Paris 
accords. Cambodia was not, in an 
official way. So, our obligation, which I 
think is important, is that they want to 
maintain their national integrity and 
their security of their country against 
outside forces.” 
In a March 25, 1974, letter to Sen. 
Edward Kennedy, D-Mass , Kissinger 
acknowledged “the U.S. has no bilateral 
w ritten 
commitment 
to 
South 
Vietnam ” 
However, 
he 
continued, 
“ Our 
objective in Vietnam continues to be to 
help strengthen the conditions that made 
possible the Paris agreement... ” 
At the time, Kennedy called the 
response “a new rationalization for our 
continued 
heavy 
involvement 
ir. 
Indochina.” 
On April 1,1974, the State Department 
said America and the other signers of 
the Paris agreement were under a 
“moral-political 
commitment,” not a 
“legal commitment,” to support self- 
determination in South Vietnam 
Congress is accepting or rejecting the 
commitment in terms of how it feels 
about aid. 
Ford expands 
investigation of 
discrimination 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford has expanded his investigation of 
alleged religious or racial discrimina­ 
tion by foreign investors in the United 
States, a spokesman said today. 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen said 
Ford, who announced Wednesday he had 
ordered 
the 
Justice, 
State 
and 
Commerce departments to investigate 
the charges, now has extended his fact­ 
finding to the Defense Department. 
The 
investigation 
apparently 
was 
prompted by news reports that Arab oil 
countries and bankers have refused to do 
business with American banks and 
companies that also deal with Israel. 
The controversy was compounded 
Wednesday with the disclosure that the 
Saudi Arabian government wanted to 
insure that no “Zionists” were included 
in a U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
detachment sent to that Arab nation. 
Nessen said Defense Secretary James 
R. Schlesinger, without waiting for 
Ford’s directive, already had instructed 
all U.S. military commanders to insure 
no such discrimination exists in their 
units, Nessen said 
Nessen also told reporters that Ford 
had not yet had time to study the 
alternatives 
which 
the 
Democrats 
proposed today to replace his energy 
package But the White House was not 
expected to react favorably to the 
Democrats’ proposal, which included 
none of Ford’s ideas.

Dean said “We Americans will deprive 
them of the means to continue ” 
He said Wednesday the situation was 
grim but not desperate but today he 
predicted a Communist victory by April 
if there is not further American aid. 
The rice runs by commercial jets 
from Saigon will provide Phnom Penh’s

GOP leaders see close 
vote on oil depletion 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Republican 
leaders predicted today the full House 
could refuse to abolish the oil depletion 
allowance as a part of its measure 
providing a $21.3 billion reduction in 
personal income taxes. 
House GOP Leader John Rhodes 
warned the tax cut proposal will be 
delayed in the Senate if it is tied to the 
oil depletion allowance issue. 
“There will be protracted debate in 
the Senate,” Rhodes said. “Certainly if 
we need a tax cut we need it now.” 
He and other GOP leaders said the 
vote on the oil depletion allowance 
would be very close, so close that it 
possibly will be defeated 
The 
Republican 
leadership 
also 
conceded in advance that there were not 
enough votes for their alternative tax 
proposal. 
The House Rules Committee, after a 
full day of arguments Wednesday, 
approved procedures ordered by the 


Democratic caucus which would allow 
the oil depletion question to reach the 
House floor The House Ways and Means 
Committee voted earlier to ask that 
depletion be barred from floor action 
until the committee takes up energy 
taxes next week. 
Liberal Ways and Means members 
prevailed, however, both in the Caucus 
and in the Rules Committee. 
House action, which probably will go 
into Thursday evening, will begin with 
four hours of general debate followed by 
votes on whether to end the depletion 
allowance and whether to allow small 
producers (3,000 barrels per day) and 
Alaskan 
North 
Slope producers to 
continue receiving all or part of the tax 
break. A vote then will come on the bill 
itself which is certain to be passed and 
sent to the Senate with or without 
depletion repeal. 
A Republican substitute tax bill is 
expected to be defeated. 
House, Senate Demos agree 
on alternate energy proposal 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - House and 
Senate Democratic panels agreed today 
on an alternate energy proposal calling 
for a five-cent-a-gallon increase in 
gasoline taxes and abandoning President 
Ford’s goal of curbing oil imports by 1 
million barrels a day. 
The Democratic plan rejects almost 
all of the key elements of Ford’s 
program to curtail energy consumption 
by raising its cost. 
The 
Democratic 
proposals 
were 
hammered out at a closed meeting of 
House and Senate task forces appointed 
by Speaker Carl Albert and Senate 
Democratic leader Mike Mansfield. 
The Democrats were responding to 
Ford’s challenge to enact his program 
or come up with a comprehensive plan 
of their own. 
The key provisions in the Democrat 
proposal are: 
—A five-cent increase in the four-cent 
federal gasoline tax with the $5 billion 
this would raise earmarked for an 
energy conservation fund to be used to 
develop 
new 
domestic 
sources 
of 
energy 
—An excise tax on new automobiles 
which consume more gasoline than the 
average model and a tax rebate on new 
American cars which consume less. 


—An increase of approximately 8.7 
per cent in benefits paid to more than 30 
million recipients of Social Security and 
made retroactive to Jan. 1, 1975. Ford 
had proposed keeping the increase at 5 
per cent and making it start July 1. 
—The $21 billion tax cut and rebate bill 
which the House was debating today and 
expected 
to 
pass. 
This 
provides 
considerably 
more 
economic 
stimulation than the $16 billion tax 
reduction Ford has proposed. 
—A budget deficit resulting from the 
extra economic stimulation that would 
be $10 billion higher than the $53 7 billion 
deficit Ford has proposed.

Alberta Morgan 
Morgan rails against council 
procedure; plans social panel

promises to attempt a raft of 
city procedural changes and to 
set up a broad-based citizens 
action commission if elected 
Tuesday to the panel she has 
bitterly criticized for months, 
the Lompoc City Council. 
Framing 
her reasons for 
running, she said: 
“ In my 
going to the meetings and 
speaking out on problems that I 
thought 
concerned 
a 
great 
number of people. I found the 
council lets you speak, but they 
really didn’t listen They do not 
particularly care for citizen 
input and their manual of 
procedure cuts out citizen input 
— it puts no value on it and in 
the long run they can do better 
than Mr. 
Nixon — they’re 
allowed to throw away the 
record.’’ 
If Mrs. Morgan had a motto, 
it would be “citizen input.” In 
defining what she means by the 
phrase, she elaborated that the 
council has always let her and 
others speak before them, but 
it hasn't always followed their 
suggestions. This, she said, 
demonstrates an indifference 
to citizen input. 
The 
C ity 
m a n u a l 
of 
procedure which Mrs. Morgan 
called “ in many many ways, 
very very illegal” is a city 
docum ent 
governing 
the 
conduct of council meetings. 
The candidate did not say what 
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she believes is illegal about it, 
except 
that 
she 
thinks 
it 
generally stifles citizen input. 
The “ record" that she said the 
city is allowed to throw away 
are the tape recordings of the 
council meetings. According to 
a recent review of the manual 
by 35th District Assemblyman 
Gary Hart, there is nothing 
illegal about it. It is, Hart 
opined, a legal instrument the 
council uses to control its 
public meetings. The only legal 
requirement of transcripts of 
city meetings, said Hart, is 
that they be accurate. Councils 
are 
not 
required 
to 
keep 
verbatim records, according to 
Hart. 
“ I’d like to see them change 
their manual of procedure so 
that what the citizens say has 
some value, because unless 
that happens, everything else is 
nil," Mrs. Morgan repeated. 
The candidate said she also 
thinks 
that 
City 
Council 
agendas 
should 
more 
fully 
explain the business before the 
panel 
and 
should 
also 
be 
distributed 
m ore 
widely 
throughout the city, such as at 
the Lompoc Public Library. 
Another of Mrs. Morgan’s 
targets is the consent calendar, 
which is a grouping of items 
considered minor and passed 
by a single vote unless a 
council 
m em ber 
or 
any 
member of the public wants to 
separate an item for individual 
discussion. 
“ Item s 
on 
the 
consent 
calendar that affect all of the 
people should not be under the 
consent 
c a le n d a r,” 
she 
asserted . 
The 
candidate 
claimed that the council in the 
past has attempted to sneak 
through important items such 
as utility rate hikes under the 
cloak of the consent calendar, 
but she was unable to point to 
specific incidents. 
Mr. and Mrs. Morgan reside 
in a narrow yellow and white 
trailer in a West College Ave. 
mobile home park Inside the 
trailer one comes to a well 
outfitted 
office 
that 
is 
as 
compact as if it were located in 
a submarine 
“ It took a bit of figuring to 
get it just right and get what I 
wanted in here,” she said of 
her private headquarters. 
A copy of Roberts Rules of 
Order is visible on a wire book 
rack as well as books entitled 
"Boardsmanship — A Guide to 
the School Board Member,” 
"Mental Health for the Poor,” 
and the budget of the County of 
Santa 
Barbara. 
Never 
far 
away, a radio awaits another of 
Mrs. Morgan’s strident forays 
onto the air of local radio talk 
shows to fling the gauntlet at 
one government program or 
other. 
The holder of a degree in 
Education from Cal Poly, Mrs. 
Morgan was employed as a 
social 
worker 
for 
Santa 
Barbara County before being 
discharged five years ago for 
negligence, 
misconduct 
and 
being a morale problem, she 
said Garnering help from the 
American 
Civil 
Liberties 
Union, she fought the case, 
claiming that the real reason 
for 
her 
ouster 
were 
her 
frequent appearances before 
public 
boards 
to 
advocate 
social action programs. She 
lost in the county hearing on 
the case and then pled her own 
case at the state appellate 
court level She lost there, too 
When the California Supreme 
Court refused to hear her case, 
she said, it went to the U.S. 
Supreme Court. The nation’s 
high court threw it out — 
upholding the county’s right to 
fire her — before passing on 
the historic Nixon case, she 


summarized 
The holder of a current 
elementary 
school 
teaching 
credential 
and 
a 
form er 
Lompoc teacher (early 1960si, 
Mrs. Morgan is also running for 
the Board of Trustees of the 
Lompoc Unified School District 
this election When asked why 
she decided to run for both 
posts, she said this: 
“My first intention was to 
run only for the council. Then, I 
started going to school board 
meetings and I discovered the 
Regional Opportunity Program 
whereby millions in taxpayers 
money is going to vocational 
training 
for 
youth...” 
The 
candidate said she approved of 
the program but that she takes 
exception 
to 
some 
of 
the 
vocational 
training 
being 
offered and the pay level for 
the student trainees. In any 
case, the Regional Opportunity 
P ro g ra m 
is 
a 
co u n ty - 
administered program. Mrs. 
Morgan 
could 
wield 
little 
influence on it even if elected 
to the local school board. 
Mrs. Morgan has one son, 
Patrick, 27. and has been a 
local resident, she says, since 
1962. She arrived in the Central 
Coast area from Ohio, where 
she was born in 1925 One of the 
candidate’s main avocations is 
going to meetings. She attends 
sessions 
of 
City 
Council, 
County Board of Supervisors, 
citizens advisory committee 
for the general plan and others 
and has a pocket calendar 
crawling with meeting dates 
scribbled down with a black 
felt pen.

“ I think this interest is built up 
over a period of time. You see 
the need and then you do it, you 
see.” 
Mrs. Morgan’s own activist 
interest in the north county 
began in 1973 when she formed 
the group called “Citizens for 
Responsible 
G overnm ent” 
which, with the help of other, 
larger county citizens groups, 
helped circulate a petition that 
convinced the County Board of 
Supervisors to rescind a 69 per 
cent 
pay 
hike 
they 
voted 
themselves rather than launch 
a countywide referendum on 
the m atter The group, which 
numbered some 25 people in its 
heyday, she said, has now 
fallen into inactivity. 
“ We don’t become active 
unless we have a real cause to 
become active,” she explained 
M rs. 
M organ 
has 
been 
attending 
council 
meetings 
regularly and addressing the 
council on most of the issues 
before it for the past year and 
several months. She has not 
served in a political elected 
position before or been a city 
officer 
on 
any 
advisory 
committee or commission. 
Besides revamping council 
m eeting 
procedure, 
M rs. 
Morgan would like to set up a 
“Citizens Action Program ” in 
city government because, she 
said, “ there should be a service 
plan for the people under a 
program because the people 
are

She proposed that a new 
citizens action commission be 
set up and described the new 
board this way:

TUCSON, Ariz (U PI» — Everybody 
looks at Frank Robinson differently 
To most of the fans sitting in the 
stands here at compact, clean as a-pin 
Hi 
Corbett 
Field, 
watching 
the 
Cleveland Indians just getting under 
way with spring training, Frank Robin­ 
son essentially is some kind of curiosity, 
a pioneer, the first black manager in the 
major leagues 
To his ballplayers, though, Frank 
Robinson is simply the boss, No 20, the 
guy who calls the shots They pay about 
as much attention to the color of his skin 
as they do to the color of their baseball 
socks 
One of the Indians’ players, Buddy 
Bell, their blond young third baseman 
coming off winter knee surgery, goes 
back much further with Frank Robinson 
than any of the others 
Buddy Bell is 23. and with that baby 
face of his, looks even younger. His 
father. Gus Bel, was one of Pittsburgh’s 
premier outfielders in the '50s and later 
played five years with Frank Robinson 
at Cincinnati 
As a little boy, Buddy Bell would 
accompany his father into the Reds’ 
clubhouse and he remembers Frank 
Robinson Buddy Bell has a lot of his 
father in him He isn’t a frontrunner He 
also 
remembers 
Cleveland’s 
last 
manager. Ken Aspromonte. and how As- 
promonte gave him his chance He’s 
deeply appreciative of that 
“I like Kole lot,” says Buddy Bell, 
gradually getting his knee into shape 
here “ I played for him one year in 
Triple A and three years for him here. I 
appreciate the way he brought me along 
and what he did for me. Frank is 
different than Kenny He’s kind of a 
quiet guy, a great competitor who really 
doesn’t say very much but gives you a 
good feeling just by the way he walks 
around 
“ He hasn't said a whole lot to us. I 
don't think talking is that important. 
Most managers give the same talks. 
Nothing very new " 
Standing near the cage Buddy Bell 
swung the bat he had m his hands. 
“Most of this talk about Frank being 
the first black manager comes from 
people outside baseball. I haven't heard 
a single ballplayer mention it. His color 
hasn’t even entered my mind I’m not 
saying I'm naive enough to think he’s 
white, but to me he’s just a manager and 
I feel he's gonna be a good one because I 
think he’s qualified ” 
Buddy Bell recalls an episode which 
took place one day while Robinson and 
his father both were playing for the 
Reds in Cincinnati. 
“ I was in fifth grade and on this 
particular day I fell off my bicycle and 
broke my wrist,” he remembers. “ My 
mother took me to the hospital and we 
had to wait an hour and a half in the 
emergency room Before going to the 
hospital, my mother said we could go 
out and see the ball game but with this 
long wait and everything I told her we 
would miss the game. 
“We got there in the eighth inning but 
saw a full game anyway The Reds were 
playing the Giants and they went 17 
innings. In the 17th, Frank singled off 
the leftfield wall, driving in the winning 
run 1 remember being mad because the 
game was over ” 
Frank Robinsonn doesn't remember 
that ball game, but he does remember 
how Buddy Bell’s father used to bring 
him into the clubhouse. 


“ His dad was the best hitter on the 
ball club and one of the best clutch hitter 
I’ve ever seen,” says the Indians’ new 
manager, never exactly a pushover in 
the clutch himself 


“When I saw him (Buddy Bell) 
playing in the big leagues for the first 
time a coupla years ago, I said to 
myself. I played with his dad, was it that 
long ago, holy smoke! You remember 
this 
little kid 
running around

clubhouse, you remember playing on the 
same ball club with his father, and. gee.

on both the executive and Congress, 
The weakness of the Democrats is 
that they have failed to come up with an 
agreed program Individuals in both 
House and Senate have made sensible 
proposals,

imported oil 
which, coupled 
with 
decontrolling “old'' oil, would lift the 
cost per barrel from $9 50 to $14.50 The 
corresponding increase at the gas pump 
would mean close to $1 a gallon 
There is a wry laughter in the White 
House over Hubert Humphrey saying in 
January that the Demucrats would 
come up with their own tax program in 
30 days and then putting off the deadline 
recently to 60 to 90 days.

since >o many Senators had also taken to 
the road 
If we re in a war on inflation and-or 
recession, as the President says, then 
how can Congress spend so much time 
back home9 That reaction reflected in 
an outpouring of mail has resulted in a 
tacit agreement between Mansfield and

All this was heady stuff to be kept 
waiting two days, but it hasn't happened 
often In fact, Supt. Glen Wegner told an 
aide that he remembers only one other 


such adjournment, and trustee John 
Beattie, veteran of many years on the 
board thought there was one other, but 
couldn't remember when it was. 
As if all that wasn't enough, the long 
standing proposal for a municipal court 
in Lompoc got a new breath of life with 
the announcement that the supervisors 
had taken some enabling action in 
conjunction 
with 
legislation 
being 
fielded by Sen. Omer Rains and 
Assemblyman Gary K Hart. 
The 
municipal 
court 
will 
cost 
something over what it costs to finance 
the lower level justice court, but some 
of the extra cost will be offset by 
increased revenues from fines and court 
assessments 
For 
example, 
more 
serious cases can be handled than in a 
justice court and that will bring higher 
fines than are possible in a justice court 
This was the week also (FRIDAY) 
when Lompoc High School varsity and 
junior varsity chess teams meet their 
counterparts from Dunn School in a 
showdown match 
This week and at least the first couple 
of days next week we’ll see the stretch 
drive by candidates for the school board 
and for the Lompoc City Council Three 
seats, as most know, are up for grabs on 
the school board while one seat is being 
contested on the council Candidates 
were working down to the wire in a bid 
for voter approval in next Tuesday’s 
election 
This week and next, Rosalie McVicar, 
chairperson for the Robert R. Young 
Iris Society and her aides will take key 
steps for the society’s show coming the 
first weekend in May. Mrs. McVicar 
was out collecting wine bottles and other 
containers to hold the iris for display.

At 
this 
weeks 
Lompoc 
P la n n in g 
Com m ission 
meeting, the County Parks 
Director, 
Michael 
Pahos, 
listed several areas in which 
Lompoc area parks are either 
in need or are deficient. 
According to Mr. Pahos, our 
parks need 267 camping sites; 
120 family picnic units; 18 
miles of hiking trails; 101 
acres 
for 
heavy 
outdoor 
sports, such as football and 
baseball; and three swimming 
pools. Kinda’ makes one think 
Lompoc has been on the short 
end of the stick for some time, 
doesn’t it? Too, we question 
where 
all 
this 
could 
be 
installed. 
Certainly not 
in 
existing park facilities. Which 
brings us to the point. 
As long as we are talking so 
expansively, we would like to 
suggest a camper and RV 
park be added to the list of 
facilities needed in our valley. 
For many moons, tourism 
has been bandied about by 
local 
dignitaries 
as 
an 
industry Lompocans should 


get 
out 
and 
support 
wholeheartedly. 
Considering 
what we have going for us, we 
have 
always 
agreed 
with 
them. Consider: a clean and 
clear 
environment 
many 
people drive miles and hours 
to enjoy; a beautiful mission 
not four miles from the center 
of town; Vandenberg AFB six 
miles from the city; and, of 
course, our flowers and the 
annual Flower Festival. All 
are attractions of the Lompoc 
Valley not readily available 
anywhere else in the area. 


And 
all 
attract 
many 
thousands of visitors every 
year, the majority of whom, 
unfortunately, 
spend 
their 
nights elsewhere to the north, 
east 
or 
south, 
depriving 
Lompoc of the opportunity of 
being “ queen for a night.” 


We are all certainly aware 
of the phenomenal growth of 
the camper and recreational 
vehicle 
industry 
in 
this 
country. All one has to do is 
drive down any highway or 


byway to see campers and 
motor homes by the hundreds, 
many 
of which 
are 
self- 
contained units. Even so, their 
drivers enjoy a park in which 
to stay . . . a place made for 
their babies, away from city 
streets and the hassles of city 
police enforcing parking laws. 
We don’t have any such park 
here, and we should. 
Tourism 
is 
indeed 
an 
industry, and one of the most 
desirable a city could ever 
have or ask for. But it has to 
be cultivated over a long 
period of time. Advertising in 
the metropolitan newspapers 
is 
fine, 
but 
advertising 
through word of mouth is 
infinitely better, and facilities 
such as those listed by the 
parks director are also listed 
by those talking to friends 
about their stay in Lompoc. 
Certainly, providing a place 
for the many mobile travelers 
coming through our city each 
year can’t help but boost 
tremendously the returns on 
the investment.

Deciding to decide 


When Carl Reich comes home to tell 
Elsa that he’s had it — that he’s out of a 
job — she can tell before he opens his 
mouth There is a period of unreality. 
She fixes a good supper They have 
braced themselves. They have built up a 
little reserve, a bit of savings at the 
bank and credit union, and there are 
unemployment benefits. Next morning 
the alarm goes off and he doesn’t get up, 
and when the kids go to school he stays 
at home, looking at want ads and then 
going down town to fill out forms. It 
begins to sink in. He feels useless; not. a 
man. It takes a while for the sullen mood 
to come, when debts rise and clothes 
fray. Later it is anger. Whether 8 million 
people now unemployed will go through 
those stages, and when or if their mood 
becomes turbulent, we can’t guess. 
Unemployment 
starts 
feeding 
on 
unemployment when jobless benefits 
give out and the unemployed can’t buy 
new goods or pay mortgage debts. That 
will start to happen for many by spring. 
So now let’s see how Congress is rising 
to the crisis. There was dismay when 
President Ford offered his State of the 
Union 
package, 
January 
15, 
and 
followed it up with his budget-economic 
messages, February 3-4. He wanted too 
little for recovery; he wanted cutbacks 
in social welfare; he wanted oil taxes 
that would increase inflation. Now 
everybody is telling Congress to hurry 
up 
its own 
program. 
Meanwhile, 
President Ford and press secretary Ron 
Nessen criticize Congress for delay. Mr. 
Ford is in Florida this week continuing 
to seek support (He seems to feel this is 
what Harry Truman would have done.) 
The House met the first challenge by 
taking a leisurely 10-day recess, and the 
Senate, shamed into staying on the job, 
didn't do much more than mark time. 
Now things have changed a bit. But it is 
a good reminder for people who want to 
make Congress into a hero how difficult 
it is. It always pays to be realistic 
however, particularly about Congress. 
We are going to learn a lot about 
Congress and government in this new 
crisis, just as we did in Watergate. In 
Watergate the job was relatively 


simple: to curb, and oust, a president. In 
the course of doing this we discovered 
that the Founding Fathers had put 
impeachment power in the Constitution, 
which most of us had forgotten 
This 
is 
tougher 
today, 
because 
whereas Watergate was to destroy 
something, to excise a malignancy, now 
the problem is to create things, a new 
economy, jobs, a new approach to world 
oil 
supplies. 
Furthermore, 
the 
separation of powers trips us up when 
we try to act swiftly and coherently. At 
once Congress and the White House get 
into a confrontation. 
“ This self-stultifying, divisive system 
of government sometimes produces no 
movement or action at all,” wrote a 
perceptive Englishman, professor S.E. 
Finer, of the University of Manchester 
in his Comparative Government (1970; 
Penguin Press). Inertia is caused, he 
said, by the separation of powers which 
is the unique characteristic of the 
American system. “ But,” he added, “ in 
the United States, this situation, where 
government can grind to a halt and 
produce no action for a very long time, 
is not only tolerable but often even 
agreeable.” He concluded, “ In any case 
(it) is usually irrelevant because the 
United States is, by world standards, an 
empty country and a most wealthy one, 
so that the slowness with which new 
measures may be introduced there does 
not bother the average American citizen 
anything like as much as it would his 
counterpart in the more crowded and 
considerably poorer states of Europe.” 
Wait a bit, though. This standardized 
European comment came before the 
facts of life had hit the world’s richest 
nation. Americans hail their venerable 
government because it accommodates 
to their diversity and because it has 
performed well, it helped produce the 
most stable democracy on earth; it 
came through Watergate well, too. 
But now global events are bursting in: 
we sank treasure in Vietnam; we lived 
beyond our means; we found we must 
buy and sell scarce commodities in a 
finite world like other nations. Can our 
system adapt and move swiftly in an 


emergency

WAR; 
it 
remains to be seen how “the average 
American,” cited by Finer, reacts if the 
government proves “ self-stultifying,” 
i.e., if White House and Congress get 
into a brawl on the brink of the 
precipice 


Fortunately, 
this 
won’t 
happen 
Confrontations between Mr Ford and 
congressional Democrats have begun, 
but I don’t know anyone who thinks they 
will be carried to a suicidal stalemate; 
much more likely they will drag into 
compromises that nobody really wants 
and that may not meet the problem. 
Stakes are high today and the old- 
fashioned solution by accommodation 
may not work. 


The showdown stage is here On the 
energy package Mr. Ford seems to be in 
a minority; he hasn’t been able to rouse 
enthusiasm on trips nor with the 
gathering of state governors, and even 
so wise a counsellor as Arthur Burns of 
the Fed wants him to postpone the 
matter. Mr. Ford will be unwise to veto 
the delaying bill. A veto, of course, 
precipitates things and will show how 
determined the sides are. 


The bill to stimulate the economy by a 
Keynesian tax cut is next. Here 
everyone favors the cut, the question is, 
how big? Reading from right to left we 
have Mr. 
Ford, with his Simon- 
Greenspan advisers, $16 billion; the 
House Democrats, $20 billion; George 
Meany, $30 billion; Harry Truman’s 
economic adviser, Leon Keyserling, $40 
billion. 


Forty-six years after the 1929 crash 
we are doing what Herbert Hoover 
might have saved himself by doing: 
giving a big shot to the economy and to 
hell with the deficit. Will it work we 
can’t be sure. Will it turn the economy 
around, we can’t guess. Will it have 
inflationary side-effects, we can’t know. 
The remarkable thing is that we’ve got 
consensus for the act in what looks like 
the greatest economic experiment in 
history.

Dear Editor: 
I would like to compliment the 
decision of the court in the case of 
Boston vs-Dr Edelin He was convicted 
of manslaughter in permitting a fetus. 
20-24 weeks old. to die after an abortion. 
The majority of doctors and scientists 
today 
agree 
that 
life 
begins 
at 
conception. This is human life since the 
child was conceived as a result of the 
union of two human beings, man and 
woman So let's face the facts In an 
abortion someone is always killed Now 
the U S Supreme Court has assigned the 
title “ personhood” to the infant only if 
he is born alive and not before. We all 
know that the child is a human being but 
now the decision must be made as to his 
“ personhood." 
What is that magic that makes the 
child a “ person ' one second after birth 
whereas prior to that he was only 
considered a human being” ? The only 
difference at birth is that the Child now 
uses a different system of breathing and 
feeding You tell me Is that enough 
reason to permit his life to be protected 
by the law whereas before that life was 
not entitled to any protection? A new 
double standard 
A child of 20-24 weeks gestation is 
alive and functioning as an infant by his 
movements, which the mother can feel, 
and by his natural actions that causes 
him to remain alive in the womb The 
physician, prior to an abortion can 
surely tell whether this child is alive or 
not So. in an abortion, it is intended that 
the child should die Doctors have told 
me that in a Caesarean abortion, the 
type performed by Dr Edlin, the child is 
very often aborted alive. In New York 
City, in 1971, there were approximately 
4.000 Caesarean abortions performed 
All the babies were bom alive, all 
breathed, all moved and some of them 
cried They were all left to die Where 
are the guilty in these, and all 
subsequent cases9 A method of choice, 
in Caesaren abortions is to proceed as 
usual with the major operation but 
before the live baby is removed, the 
umbilical cord is cut and the baby is 
caused to drown in his own ammotic 
fluid. Now. when the baby is removed, 
he is already dead According to the U. 
S. Supreme Court the “ human being” 
was killed which is legal and the 
‘ person did not exist since he was dead 
upon removal from the womb The guilt 
should be very obvious even though the 
technical 
term 
“live 
birth” 
and 
“ person may have new meanings 
1 think that this case will cause people 
to take serious note and realize that 
abortion does kill a live fetus Fetus is a 
Greek word, meaning “ little one ” 
Perhaps we should say that abortion 
kills a little one This would definitely 
have more meaning to us People, as a 
whole, are very complacent on this 
subject since they are not too well 
informed This definitely includes our 
lawmakers Since it doesn't affect them 
directly they do not have the incentive to 
become personally involved But when 
they are shown that this is definitely 
human life, like you and me. dispite 
what the courts’ definition of “ person” 
is, they will look at abortion much more 
seriously Let's hope that this is the case 
and that the act of abortion will have a 
new and serious meaning for all of us.
